publicans and the insurgent Democrats. 
They think alike alout the issues, about 
public men and about the best way to 
get results. They unite in admiration of 

Colonel Roosevelt, and if he were a can- 
didate for the presidency, opposed by 
some such man as Governor Harmon or 
by Woodrow Wilson, it is predicted that 
they would vote for him, and give him 
a popular and electoral majority such as 
no candidate for the presideney ever has 
received in this country. 

The fact that there is insurgency of 
the radical kind in both political parties 
brings out to many people in this city 
the possibility that, in 1912, there will 
take place that long-looked-for, but ever- 
delaved, readjustment of party lines. 
Under the readjustment had in mind by 
the people referred to, the insurgent 

tepublicans and Democrats would unite 
in support of some man of the Roosevelt 
tvpe—probably in support of Colonel 
toosevelt himself—while the conserva- 
tives or regulars in both parties would 
unite in support of Judson Harmon, 
Woodrow Wilson or some man accept- 
able to the conservative element in both 
parties and standing for the most part on 
the old Cleveland platform. 

This new line of cleavage is showing 
itself in many states, both West and 
Kast, and it is interesting to note that 
it has appeared also in the solid South. 
Should it grow in the next year as it 
has grown in the vear just closed, it will 
result in the political realignment above 
referred to and bring into existenee two 
brand new political parties in this coun- 
try—the Democratic party as the party 
of conservatism and the Republican 
party as the party of radicalism. In 
such a realignment the factional and 
sectional prejudices and bitternesses en- 
gendered by the old political order would 
xe expected to disappear. Senator Gore 
of Oklahoma was the first public man 
to see clearly the trend here referred to, 
and more than a vear ago he set forth 
the propriety of having both Democrats 
and Republicans support insurgent or 
progressive candidates for Congress in 
all the states. The fact that these pro- 
gressives would be men with Republican 
affiliation seemed to make no difference 
to the Oklahoma gentleman. 

The platform upon which the new-made 
Republican party would stand would be 
in very large part the old Populist 
Omaha platform of 1892, which when it 
was adopted and for years afterward 
was held up to scorn by men in both 
parties, and the men responsible for it 
salled visionaries, fanatics, cranks and 
even harsher names than these. | 

Mr. Brvan adopted the essential fea- 
tures of the Omaha platform in 1896 and 
again in 1900, but the country still de- 
elined to have anything to do with them, 
perhaps in large part because of the free 
silver and anti-imperialistic complica- 
tions which Brvanism then represented. 
Following the Bryan campaign of 1900 
these principles of the old Omaha plat- 
form lay dormant until they were re- 
vived by Mr. Roosevelt as President. 
The insurgent Republican movement was 
built wholly upon the Roosevelt doc- 
trines, and as soon as he had returned 
from abroad Mr. Roosevelt admitted that 
fact. and declared himself the leader of 
‘the insurgents. This faction among the 
Republicans and their associates in the 
Democratic party have taken the cardinal 
planks of the Omaha platform and now 
seem likely to sweep the country with 
them.

Many golfers good at medal or stroke 
play find themselves at a great disadvan- 
tage when engaged in match play where 
an opponent stands ready to take any 
advantage of their slightest error. Like- 
wise many good at match play go all to 
pieces when going out for a medal score, 

Both phases of the game—medal and 
match play—thus have their admirers. 
While match play is probably more real 
golf, medal play unquestionably provides 
the most severe test of comparative skill 
when the competition extends over 12 
holes, as in the open championship.

Between evenly matched experts the 
man who pays least attention to what his 
opponent may do and regarding the prob- 
ability of his going wrong at a critical 
moment the safer one to choose. 

There usually comes a time in every 
match where a single missed putt or 
some trifling outside annoyance puts one 
of the men at a disadvantage if his con- 
trol is not sufficient to ignore the oc- 
currence. 

In match play, if in the lead, the 
player continually seeks halved holes for 
ultimate success, placing the burden of 
doing the brilliant and unusual on his 
opponent. 

On the other hand, when a stroke be- 
hind and all to gain and nothing to lose 
by risking a shot beyond his ordinary 
ability, he can chance it and perhaps 
bring it off 

In match play very often the person- 
ality of one man will, as it were, affect 
the other man’s game and prevent him 
doing his best. Strong match players 
are able to arise superior to such minor 
surroundings and play their own game 
regardless of their opponent’s peculiari- 
ties. 

Meda! play calls for somewhat differ- 
ent treatment. Instead of having one 
opponent always in plain sight, the 
whole field entered in the competition 
are Opponents, and the player can never 
be sure he is safe. 

He must play with the utmost delib- 
eration and care to avoid piling up extra 
strokes on any hole or group of holes, 
through preusing or seeking the improb-

By this I do not mean that lack of 
courage brings the highest reward, for 
unless the pluyer does play the game up 
to his best ability, his handicap will not 
enable to equalize or beat the scores 
made by the scratch players. 

In medal play for the duffer it is 
many times safer to avoid possibility 
of trouble on a long carry, and take 
chances of saving a stroke by going 
down in one putt, than to risk the loss 
of several strokes in a bunker. 

Even one bad hole does not spoil the 
duffer’s chances if he learns to forget 
the incident before he goes to the next 
tee and does not try to recover the lost 
ground. 

Handicaps in medal play represent:an 
allowance of just so many mistakes for 
the round over the scratch player. A 
man with 18 handicap can often throw 
away two or three strokes on a single 
hole, and still have strokes to spare 
for other errors to come in witb a low 
net card.

Proper P lacing of the Dress Shield 


HE dress shield is almost invariably 
placed too far down. It should be re- 
membered that the arm is more fre- 
quently moved frontward than 
ward; hence the shield should be placed 
with its widest and fullest measurement 
nearer to the front than the back. In 
other words, the front end of a shield 
should \reach a point about three inch-s 
forward of the very top of the shoulder. 
Large shields are very much more ef- 
fective in their mission of preserving the 
gown than are medium-sized ones, and 
they have the added merit of not wrink- 
ling into a small bunch with every arm 
movement. i

PEACH FRITTERS. ,

The Eastern Steamship Company is 
having a materially better year than the 
fragmentary monthly income account of 
gross and net has indicated, and there 
is every reason to believe that for the 
full fiseal 12 months to end Dec. 31, 
share profits will not vary materially 
from the 9 per cent earned on the $3,- 
000.000 of stock in 1909. 

Up to Aug. 1, 1910, net profits were 
$142,335, compared with $176,994 a year 
ago, a decrease of $34,658. This decline 
was due in a large measure to the charg- 
ing of expense of operation for the cur- 
rent year certain repairs (or renewals), 
including two new boilers for one of its 
largest steamers, instead of to an extra- 
ordinary repair fund, to be apportioned 
each year during the life of such re- 
newals. 

August net profits are understood to 
have equaled last year’s showing of

| most 7 per cent. September should add 
about $100,000 of net profits and Oc- 
tober about $15,000.

DEVELOPMENT OF 
INDIAN RAILWAYS 


LONDON—During 1909 in India 909 
miles of new line were opened to traffic. 
At the end of March this year there were 
31,614 miles of line open, and 2898 under 
construction or sanctioned for construc- 
tion. The gross earnings of all the In- 
dian railways amounted in round figures 
to Rs. 4.706.38 lakhs, compared with Rs, 
4.482.69 lakhs in 1908, an increase of Rs. 
223.69 lakhs, the working expenses were 
less than in 1908 by Rs. 61.77 lakhs. 
The net earnings, Rs. 2.067.9 lakhs, 
yielded a return of 4,81 per cent on a 
capital outlay of Rs. 42.983.20 lakhs, 
compared with 4.33 in 1908. The total 
number of passengers carried was 329.38 
millions against 321.17 millions. The ag- 
gregate tonnage of goods moved waa 
6090 million tons, and the earnings 
from this source were Rs. 2.812.47 lakhs, 
a decrease of 1.50 million tons, with an 
increase of Rs. 180.41 lakhs in earnings, 
compared with the previous year.

There are not a few who believe that the states cannot now, 
if they would, be so managed as to take what seems to be the first 
step in the right direction. Uniformity of legislation with regard 
to all matters is desirable, and it has come to be actually necessary 
to the welfare of the country in some particulars. The difficulty 
in the way of influencing forty states to agree upon certain laws 
has been plainly discerned, and it has not been exaggerated. Yet 
it has been, in a measure, overcome by the national conference of 
commissioners of uniform state laws, which has succeeded thus far 
in placing on the statutes of thirty-eight states a uniform law relating 
to negotiable notes and on the statutes of fifteen states a uniform 
bill on warehouse receipts. There is close cooperation between the 
National Civic Federation and this body, as there is between it and 
the conference of governors, and now that the good work may be 
forwarded with greater celeritv, state councils are to be formed for 
the purpose mainly of awakening the states to a clearer appreciation 
of their duty to themselves and to the nation. Preliminary steps

The money panic of 1907 was very generally attributed to the 
inflexibility of the currency laws. It was shown by actual experience 
to be p ssible for a group of banks to withdraw from circulation 
the currency necessary to the transaction of the country’s business. 
It was shown. furthermore. by actual experience, that a group of 
banks:had it within its power at any time to arrest the natural and 
wholesome circulation of the medium of exchange. The hands 
of the smaller banks could be literally tied. Only action on the part 
of the clearing houses of the great cities im issuing certificates 
behind which was the credit not of state or government but of the 
united banks, enabled business to proceed.

With the advent of each new invention man has been compelled 
to develop certain new safeguards lest the latest benefit be cunningly 
turned to wrong purposes. The bicycle, the motor boat, the 
automobile brought not only new advantages for society but also 
new problems in the value of law and order. And it is an 
appreciation of this tendency, no doubt, that has led an American 
police official to point the need of such checks upon indiscriminate 
use of the air craft as will forestall abuses. Perhaps it is not too 
early for some preparedness of this nature. In such a connection . 
police aeroplanes, modern and speedy, intrude themselves upon the ignored, 
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THE reported refusal of some of the big beneficiaries of the 
tariff law to give out information requested by the tariff board may 
delay, but it does not conclude the matter.
